The Applicant's remarks/arguments dated 6/8/06 (see pp. 6-13) regarding claim 
rejections over US Patent No. 6,636,833 to Flitcroft in view of PR Newswire article 
CITIBANK AND FIRST CITY BANCORPORATION OF TEXAS IN MERCHANT CREDIT 
CARD PROCESSING AGREEMENT, July 19, 1990 (Citibank). As such Flitcroft is 
deemed the closest prior art of record relevant to the allowed claims.
